ANNUAL SESSION 


. (By Special, Edmonton Corresponent) 


Glittering and impressive with all 
the ceremony which so effectively 
links our modern government w:th 
the’ ancient forms from which it has 
grown, the first session of the seven- 
th legislature of the Province of Al- 
berta was opened, on Thursday by 
Lieutenant-Governor Egbert. 

On the stroke of three as-the cere- 
monial guns, were thundering their 
salute, the Lieutenant-Governor and 
his mounted escort of 19th Alberta 
Dragoons reached the Government 
Building. A guard of honor selected 
from the University Battalion of the 
Canadian Officers Training Corps re- 
ceived the distinguished party at .the 
entrance. After a brief military in- 
spection the Lieutenant Governor with 
his aides retired to<his room in the 


_ Building. . 


The legislative chambers made a 
brilliant scene. Seated in their places 
were the members and behind them 
the floor of the house was thronged 
with distinguished visitors, the wives 
of the members, Alberta Senators and 
Judges being conspicuous guests. The 
three galleries were crowded. With 
the cry “Make way for His Honor the 
Lieutenant- Governor! Sergeant-at- 
Arms Turner threw open the, doors 
and the King’s Alberta representative 
made his way to the 
-Throne. In-keeping with the old cus- 
tom,. Premier Brownlee .rose to an- 
nounce that the House could not open 
until a Speaker had been appointed. 
His. Honor ‘immediately retired and 
the House proceeded to re-elect 
George N. Johnston (U.F.A.) of Cor- 
onation as Speaker. Mr. Johnston 
withdrew to don his robes ‘and re-ap- 
peared to take his place. Almost im- 
mediately His Honor returned and on | 
learning of the election of the Speak- 
er proceeded to read the Speech from 
the Throne. His task completed His | 
Honor left’ the chambers. 

The Legislature fell into. its’ busi- 
ness slude very quickly. Premier 
Brownlee immediately arose present- 


ing a resolution for the appointment |, 


of the-standing house committeés and 
moved that the Speech from the 
Throne be debated on Friday. , The | 
House agreed and the Hon. R. G.} 
Reid then moved the first reading -of ; 
an Act Respecting the Return of the 
Natural Resources. The session .was 
then adjourned until Friday. 

On Friday afternoon A. G. Andrews | 
(U.F.A.) moved the adoption of the | 
Speech from the Throne. It was the 
Sedgewick members chief contention 


that much of the thought of this leg- | 


islature must be “directed towards | 
freeing the debt-ridden farmer from | 
the fear of litigation: Mr. Andrews 
praised the work of the Debt Adjust- | 
ment Bureau and urged very strongly | 
that it’s scope be widened.

The young 
member from Whitford gave: grace- 
ful acknowledgement to the honor 
paid to himself and the New Cana- 
dians he represented. He made a spec- 


ial plea that every effort be under- | 


taken to cement the alliance of the 
races and creeds which make up the 
population of Alberta. He congratu- 
lated the Hon. E. Perren Baker for 

his educational policies and urged that |

NO ONE NEEDS HAVE 
DIPTHERIA! 


Diptherih germs, like most other 
disease germs, select certain parts or 
tissues of the body in which to settle 
down, grow and multiply. , Diptheria 
germs, for example, are usually 
found in the throat or nose. 

It is not the, germs’ themselves 
which directly injure’the body and 
cause disease but rather the poison 
or toxin. which they produce. The 
germs remain localized in the throat 
and nose but the poison which they 
wzive off is carried in the blood to 
all parts of the body and so, all parts 
are subjected to damage by the poison

When the body is attacked by dip- | 
theria toxin or poison in this way, | 
immediately seeks to protect itself, 
and it does so by producing diptheria 
antitoxin, which countéracts or neu- 
tralizes the toxin or poison produced 
by the diptheria germs. 

If the diptheria antitoxin is pro- 
duced quickly enough and in_ suffi- 
cient quantity, the body is victorious, 
the toxin is overcome and the patient 
recovers. Not only does recovery 
take place, but, as a.result of its ex- 
perience, the body is prepared, for:a 
time at least, to prevent a recurrence 
of the disease. -That is why second 
attacks of diptheria are comparative- 
ly rare.

In order to teach their 100,000 em- 
ployees something of first aid, the 
Canadian National Railways has 
placed in service three more hospital 
coaches. Their introduction is an ex- 
tension of the work of the St. Johns 
Ambulance Association, the coaches 
being intended primarily for the, re- 
mote parts of Canada where oppor- 
tunity for study are rare. Since pion- 
eer days the provision:of adaquate 
medical attention in the more remote 
parts of Canada has been a pressing 
problem. 

Before the coming of the railways 
the farmer and his wife had to rely 
on common sénse and native ingen- 
uity to overcome illness and to deal 
with accidents. : : 

Doctors are now within reasonable | 
reach of most settlements, but the 
treatment of difficult cases: has al- 
ways been almost impossible. The 
Canadian National ‘Railways . have 
therefore placed the Hospital cars on 
their lines, and it is the intention of 
the:-management that first aid in- 
struction should be disseminated as 


A HOSPITAL 


Each car is 71 feet long and is di-| 
vided into six sections, which include 
a locker room, a lecture room, an 
operating theatre, a bathroom, a 
kitchen, and sleeping quarters for the 
official in charge. The equipment is 
of the latest—a steel operating table, 
an instrument cabinet, a medicine 
chest and a splint rack. The large | 
supply of: hot water essential in the | 
treatment of the sick and injured, is 
provided from a 200 gallon tank plac- | 
ed on top of, the car. An oxygen ‘ey- | 
linder is kept on the car for use in 


connection with artificial respira- 
tion after suffocation shock, or 
drowning. 


The living accommodation for the 
attendant is scientifically laid out and 
is fully equipped with all neccesary | 
utensils and lockers and a small kitch- 
enette. The bathroom is finished in 
block ties and has a shower. 

The kitchen is completely equip- | 
ped with a metal sink, a coal stove, | 
water tank, cupboards, ‘refrigerator, | 
hot water tank and shelves. 

The lighting of the car comes from | 
three independent sources: the elec- | 
tric lamps may be supplied with cur- | 
rent from outside or from car batter- | 
ies, and should both fail, oil lamps 
may be used.
